FOR 


Scenery at the Rangeley 


The wildest scenery of the Rangeley 


lakes is undoubtedly that seen at Luce 
Mooselookmeguntic Particularly where 
the watei has risen above the original 
shore, leaving the stamps of trees stand- 
ing as mournful sentinels, it appears 
savage. It is, in fact, so, for with the 
exception of shore strips, the woods, 
which crowd to the very limit of the 
watei, are primeval They are far wild- 
er than the forests of the Adirondacks, 
f01 there are very few places in the latter 
where there are not good trails for 
woodsmen and hunter, while around the 
Rangeleys, and especially Mooselookme- 
gnntic, there aie miles upon miles of 
woods which can bo penetrated only hy 
using the ax 
Not even a woodman's 


trail crosses them, and their interior is 
as unknown to tlu> guides as to the visit- 
ors. 
They ha-ve not changed in the 


slightest degree since (ho days when the 
Indians were- in possession, and, white. 
men were unknown 


Many of the injrontaius to he seen 


from Mooeelookmcguntic are also unex 
plored The portions in which trails of 
any kind have been made are very in 
significant as compared with tho rest. 
On some days" the highest peaks of the 
White mountains are visible from the 
Rangeleys, and these Wd to the gran 
denr of the scene On cloudy days, when 
the wind is blowing, the waters of the 
lakes look very much lite those of the 
sea, and a very pronounced surf, all 
flecked with foam, beats upon tho shore 
On such days even the -venturesome do 
not go out IE rowboats, and the soinbei 
coloring of woods-and water makes the 
scene wend as well ab savage —New 
York Sun 


Steam Boilers 


Some of tho chief causes for the 


straining uf boilers»nd all that comes 
from such deficiences—end plates too 
thick or too rigidly stayed, impure feed 
water, presence of oil in the boilers and 
the use of cold feed water—are discussed 
by a writer in The Piactical Engineer 
Jn regard to the important matter of 
impure feed water, he believes that 
purification can generally be reached by 
proper treatment before going to the 
boiler—that is hy n chemical process 
and filtration—or, if the first cost of 
the plant necessary is too great, or space 
is very limited, by introducing suitable 
reagents adapted to affect the impurities 
found by analysis to be present in the 
water 
By the latter method the limo 


salts, etc , are rapidly piecipitated and 
rcudered eisily lemovable by blowing 
out, m addition to gradually softening 
existing incrustation. Further, if min- 
eral oil of good quality bo used in the 
cylinders only m such quantities as are 
really required foi lubrication, there is 
no strioub dangei to be apprehended 
from the small proportion reaching the 
boiler with the feed water, unless thera 
be carbonate of lime piesent in consid 
ciable quantity, in which case oil is not 
tc be admitted under sriy^ncunistances 
wbnte\er, for icasoiis readily apparent

The Secretary of the Interior in his 


annual report reviews at length the 
varied work ot his department. He 
my» Civil Service reform has bean 
Strictly enforced, and he dwells upon 
the.neoeesity of eliminating politics 
from the management of Indian affairs 
Nearly all the people of Nevada wil 
•gr«e with the Hon. Hoke Smith;ia that 
rwpact A gentleman from Delaware 
who probably nover saw an Indian out- 
side a circus side show, was sent to Ne- 
vada as Indian Agent, probably for no 


'other reapon than that he voted to 


place the country under the yoke of 
the gold trust. 


The Secretary believes in conducting 


Indian reservations upon strictly bus- 
iness principles, the object being to 
make every Indian who remains upon 
a reservation self-supporting. He rec- 
ommends that three Indian Commis- 
sioners be appointed, two civilians and 
one army officer, and that the Commis- 
sioner* be from different political par 
ties.* The report shows that the attend 
ance at Indian Schools increased 1,600 
daring the last year. The redaction ol 
twenty per cent., which the law re 
quired in connection with the contract 
schools, has been strictly carried out 
and there seems to be no reason why 
such reduction siiould not continue 
until the Government aid to sectarian 
schools shall term mate. 


The public lands undisposed 
al 


amounts to about six hundred millions 
of acres, and the receipts for public 
lands during the year amounted to over 
$2,000,000. The unadjusted land grant 
to railroads amount to nearly 90,000,000 
acre?. The Secretary suggests the ad- 
visability of patenting the arid lands to 
the States under the Carey Act. 


The Secretary calls attention to the 


fact that 17.000JOOO acres are included 
within forest reserves, the object being 
to preserve the forests for futare use 
and to control the supply of water so 
that it may be stored and utilized for 
irrigation. There are but thirty special 
agents to protect the timber upon the 
entire public domain, to examine 
swamp lands and to investigate frai}d- 
ulent land entries, a force too small to 
permit anything to be done toward 
guarding the forest reservation. 


The review of the Pension 
Orflc.- 


shows the aggregate number of pen- 
sions on the rolls at the close of the 
year to be 1,102,995. The greater part 
of the pending cases are old cases lack- 
ing some quality of proof which the 
law requires. 


The Secretary discusses the relations 


between the Government and the bond- 
aided railroads and the possibility of 
collecting the amount due the Qoveru- 
ment from these roads. He argues that 
two things are to be considered: First 
the collection of the debt due tbe Gov- 
ernment; Second, the creation of a 
great through line from the Missouri 
river to the Pacific, which was the orig- 
inal purpose of the Oovernment when 
it issued subsidy bonds. The Oovern- 
ment is already out $117,435,000 upon 
these roads and the first mortgage 
bonds amount to 104,613,000. 
The 


property is worth more than the first 
mortgage bonds and the Government 
interests can be protected by taking up 
these bonds, thus acquiring complete 
ownership of the roads.

The majority of the Board 
could at any time allow bills for any 
amount, and the Auditor, though aware 
that they were unjust and illegal, would 
be compelled to draw warrants for the 
amount ot the bills, even if the Treas- 
ury be empty. 


The decision is important in this re- 


spect. It shows that under our system 
of government it was cot comtemplated 
that Boards of Commissioners or any 
other board should have such auto- 
cratic powers as the plaintiff in this 
case attempted to establish. The Con- 
stitution provides a check for the Legis- 
lator* in the Governor's veto, and the 
Legislature places a check on tbe 
rapacity of County Commissioners by 
Hiving the Auditor authority to veto 
bllta which he has reason to believe are 
not legal claims against the people. If 
the claimant has reason to believe that 
the Auditor's objections are not valid 
be can get redrew in the courts.
